" Provided that the Comissioner may , with the sanction of 
the Government, completely revise the assessment books for the 
first time under this Act with effect. from 1-10-1961 and when 
such a general revision is mace, notwithstanding anything con 
tained in these rules, such general revision shall be deemed to 
have taken effect on the 1st day of the second half year of 
1961-1962. Where due to such a revision the tax due from a 
person in respect of his property happens to be lower than the tax 
assessed and collected previously for the second half of 1961-1962 , 
the excess tax collected under the previous asssesment will be 
adjusted towards the tax payable for the subsequent periods in 
respect of the property .

AWARD . 
This industrial dispute arises from a complaint filed under 
Section 33 A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1917. In the com 
plaint it is alleged that the opposite party has been guilty of 
contravention of the provisions of Section 33 of the Ildustrial 
Disputes Act, 1947. The complainants are workers under the 
opposite party and have put in 10 to 1 years of service . They 
are styled as temporary workers and they are paid daily 
Rs. 1-75 nP. All ihe petitioners were serving the opposite 
party without break till 16-10-1960 . From 17-10-1960 a sort of 
lay - off has been introduced by the opposite party and this is 
termed as shift in alternate week . This shift system of pro 
viding work in alternate week is a violation of the service 
conditions and one connected with I. D. No. 10 of 1960. This 
system was introduced just to victimise the workers. The 
complainan s are entitled to get wages for days on which they 
were denied employment . 

2. The opposite party filed written objections controverting 
the allegations in the union statement. The management contend 
that they have not violated Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act and the complaint is not maintainable. There has not been 
any alteration of the conditions of service in respect of the 
complainants in regard to any matter. The complainants are 
casual workers on daily wages and their employment ceases 
with that day . They are not workmen under I. D. Act and are 
not entitled to any relief. The allegation that the complainants 
are workmen under themanagment and have put up 10 to 1 years 
Service are emphatically denied in the management statement. 
The averment that the petitioners had continuous service uoder 
the management till 16-10-1960 is also denied . The further 
averment that from 17-10-1960 a sort of lay - off was introduced 
by the management is also denied by the management. The 
management has not made any change in the conditions of 
service of the workers. The complainants are entitled to get 
wages only on days on which they have worked . 

3. The complainants examined WW 1 and marked Ext. 11. 
The management examined MW 1. MW 1 Shri Panicker is 
the company Engineer. He stated in his evidence that the 
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complainants are casuals and it is not possible to give conti 
nuous work to them . Whenever work is available it is allotted 
to them . WW 1 is Shri C , K. Asokan . He is petitioner No. 6 . 
He stated in his evidence that till 16-10-1960 they were getting 
continuous work . But from 17-10-1960 they are given work 
on alternate week . He also stated that four of the petitioners 
joined the company after his joining the company and he was 
first taken for the extension work at Cheranalloor. Ext. W 1 
is the temporary cooly allocation work book . For one week 
previous to 17-10-1960 a ccording to Ext. W1 book almost 
13 coolies were employed every day. The number of 
workers employed previous to 10-10-1960 varies from 10 to 13. 
But subequent to 17-10-1960 the number of workers employed 
per day is only 8 . On 29-9.1960 and 30-9-1960 only one worker 
alone was employed as per Ext. W 1 book The company has 
six stations where wor ! is being carried on . They have 
electricity work centres at Cheranalloor, Ernakulam , Thiippuni 
thura , Mulanthuruthy , Palluruthy etc. etc. In the different 
centres : the workers are engaged according to the needs of 
particular locality as and when work is available . A Temporary 
worker at Cheranalloor will not be able to go to Mulathuruthy 
or Palluruthy to attend a particular piece of work . Different 
items of work in different centres are carried on by employing 
workers in different centres, It is not feasible to employ for 
temporary work workers residing in distant places . Often these 
temporary workers are wanted when temporary connections are 
asked by consumers or for other urgent necessities. It will 
not be possible to forsee the number of workers required on a 
particular day , week or month . It all depends upon the 
demand for work . The learned counsel for the complainants 
Shri M. V. Joseph argued that the shift system was introduced 
to victimise the workers f r getting the adjudication reference 
against the company in I. D. No. 10 of 1960. This arguments of 
the learned counsel is not correct. The reference order in 
I. D. No. 10/60 was made by the Goverament as early as 
15-3-1960 . The shift system was introduced by the company 
only on 17-10-1960 after seven months from the date of the 
reference . Mr. Panicker, the engineer ofthe company is 
definite that the complainants are casuals . As casuals they can 
not expect continuous work . They will get work when it is 
available . The work allocation book Ext. W 1 shows that these 
workers are not getting work every day . On 29-9-1960 and 
30-9-1960 one among the 14 alone was given work . The complaint 
of the union that this shift System from 17-10-1960 is to victi 
mise the workers is not correct. In the course of the argument 
the learned counsel for the complainants very seriously argued 
that the company does not take into consideration in the allot 
ment of work the Seniority of workers. Workers with 10 years 
of service and one year of service are treated alike in the 
matter of the allotment of work . Workers with longer years of 
Service are entitled to preference when compared to workers of 
shorter years of service . This argument of the learned counsel 
seems to be correct. In the nature of the business carried on 
by the company they have to retain a number of casuals . If no 


dlatinction is made between senico and Junior men the Senior 
men will always be subject to serious disadvantages in the 
matter of g tting work . Wnen allotting work to the complain 
ants preference must be made according to seniority as far as 
possible. As the complainants are casuals they cannot be 
expected to get work every day. Work can be given to them 
only when available . By providing work to the complainants 
in alternate week the company ha: not viulated Section 33 of 
Industrial Disputes Act so as to give rise to a complaint under 
Section 33 A. 

4. The management has not violated Section 33 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act and the complaint therefore is not 
maintainable, but in allot ing work as far as possible the 
company must give preference according to Seniority. 
the award as specified above and the same shall become enforce . 
able after 30 days of its publication in the Goverament Gazette .

AWARD 
This Industrial Dispute betyveen the above parties was referred 
to me. by Government for adjudication under Section 10 (1) (c) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) 

, 3459 
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by Order No.25223/L2/60-1/H & LD dated 6-5-1960 . 

The ques 
tion referred for adjudication relates to.: 
om v Denial of 

employment to Sarvasree Shahul Hameed ( Salesman) 
and Mytheensha and Mohammed Kunju, (Head Load Workers). 

The facts of the case as seen from the statements of the union 
and the management may be briefly stated as follows: 

** The dispute relates to denial of employment of one Shahul 
Hameed , a shop assistant, and two head load workers Mohammed 
Kụnju and Mytheensħa attached to the shop of Ponnuswamy Chettiar 
who is styled as Exporter, Importer and General Merchant, Chinna 
kkada, Quilon . Shahul Hameed is paid monthly while Mohammed 
Kunju and Mytheensha are paid daily. The case is to the effect 
that from 23-11-1959 they have been denied employment by the 
proprietor Ponnuswamy Chettiar. Of the three workers, Shahul 
Hameed was a shop assistant from 1956 onwards while the other 
two are head load workers who were attached to the shop from 1956 
and 1951 respectively. The monthly salary of the shop assistant 
Shahul Hameed is Rs.30 while the average wages of the other two 
workers is alleged to be Rs. 90 per mensem at the date of such denial 
of employment. There was no enquiry conducted against these 
three persons before denying employment to them . The denial 
of employment is thoroughly arbitrary and unjust . 

The union 
tried every possible means of settling the dispute amicably but 
failed due to the obstinate attitude of the employer. Thereafter 
the matter was taken up by the union with the Labour authorities 
which also failed and thereupon the dispute has now been referred 
for adjudication . According 

to the union the only reason for keep 
ing the workers out of employment by the management is that they 
have joined the union . It is prayed that the workmen be reinstated 
with full back -wages and with costs to the union !! 

The management has denied the allegations contained in the 
statement of the union . The proprietor admits that Shahul Hameed 
was the shop assistant but his pay was only Rs. 20 and that he was 
taken on service from 15-9-1958 . It is contended that he was not 
denied employment unreasonably but for a misconduct ramely theft 
of sugar on 21-11-1959. According to him there was diminution 
in the stock of sugar , tea and other valuable items in the shop for a 
few months from January 1959 and he could not find out any expla 
nation for the unreasonable loss of stock . On 21-11-1959 while 
he was away from the shop and while the shop was attended to by 
his assistant one Thirumangalam , a boy came to the shop demand 
ing half a maund maida and paid the price. Shahul Hameed there 
upon went in and in a few minutes time brought out a-bundle and 


handed it over to the customer. Thirumangalem became- suspi 
cious about it and when the bundle was snatched and verified it was 
found that it contained sugar. Thereupon Shahul Hameed went 
away from the shop and absented till 24-11-1959 on which date 
he came back to the shop and expressed his regret and requested 
the proprietor not to hand him over to the police, and voluntarily 
left his employment. Thus according to the management the ter 
mination ofhis service was voluntary and not as alleged by the union . 
He has also stated that from 24-11-1959 to 17-12-1959 

Shahul 
Hameed did not demand re-employment and since he voluntarily 
absented from work for 26 days he is not entitled to be reinstated . 
He denies his knowledge of Shahul Hameed and the other workers 
being members of the Union . Regarding the two head load workers 
the case of the proprietor seems to be that they are casual workers 
who are called as and when necessity arose and that they are paid 
only by the customers and not by him and whenever he made them 
work he used to pay them as casual workers. He has also stated 
that the average income of the head load workers would not be more 
than nine rupees every month and denies that it would be Rs. 9o . 

The question for consideration is whether there has been denial 
of employment of Shahul Hameed the shop assistant as well as the 
two head load workers. 

. The fact that Shahul Hameed was a shop assistant at the time 
when he was denied employment is admitted. The question as 
to when he became a shop assistant is not now relevant for the dis 
posal of this dispute. It is also admitted that no enquiry was con 
ducted much less a show cause notice was issued to Shahul Hameed 
before he was denied employment. According to EW : there was 
misconduct on the part of Shahul Hameed in trying to cheat EW 1 
by giving sugar to the customer instead of maida which was found 
out by his assistant Thirumangalam . EWi s testimony is to the 
effect that on finding out this theft Shahul Hameed ran away and 
thereafter in consideration of EWī not reporting the theft to the 
police voluntarily abandoned his employment. EWr s testimony 
would further show that on 24-11-1959 when request was made by 
Shahul Hameed not to report the matter of the theft to the police 
there were others. But none of these persons are examined before 
this court to show the circumstances under which Shahul Hameed 
abandoned his employment. In the counter statement EW , has 
also stated that a charge was served on him but there is no evidence 
to show of any such serving of a charge on Shahul Hameed, much 
less evidence to show that there was an incident of theft as alleged 
by him . Even Thirumangalam , his assistant has not been examined 


before this court to show the bona fides of EW 1 s allegation of mis : 
conduct against Shahul Hameed. EW1 is not competent to speak 
of the misconduct for admittedly he was not present at the timewhen 
the incident took place. His competency rests if at all on the 
admission of Shahul Hameed of his guilt on 24-11-1959 in the presence 
of respectable authorities none of whom are examined . Hehas 
also not disclosed as to whom the so -called respectable authorities 
were in the presence of whom Shahul Hameed admitted the guilt. 
Shahul Hameed was examined as WW3. According to him ,hewas 
paid Rs. 30 every month and he denies of his having committed 
any theft as 

alleged by EW1. In the cross-examination no circum 
stances are brought out to probabilise the case of EWi. He also 
denies of any voluntary abandonment of employment but asserts 
that he was denied employment from the alleged date: He admits 
Ext.Er which is a letter wherein it is stated that he has agreed to 
receive Rs. 20 per mensem . The alleged letter was executed by 
him with a lesser pay according to the wish of EW1 for showing to the 
tax officers. That there is much truth in the above allegation s 
could be seen even from the testimony of EW1. EW1when cross 
examined regarding the pay of WW3 admits that his accounts would 
show that WW3 was paid Rs. 30 per mensem . He tried to explain 
the higher rate of Rs. 30 by stating that in some months he used 
to pay more than the agreed salary. In the cross -examination he 
was challenged to produce the account which according to WW3 
would show that he used to be paid Rs. 30 every month . EW1. 
has not cared to produce his accounts to show that he has paid only 
Rs. 30 in certain months. The non -production of the account will 
only lead to the inference that the case of Shahul Hameed that his 
real-pay was Rs. 30 is correct. Further Ext.Et is for the year 1958 
so that it does not in any way affect the present allegation of Shahul 
Hameed that he was being paid Rs. 30 at the time of denial of em 
ployment. In these circumstances I find that Shahul Hameed "has 
been denied employment unreasonably and is entitled to be rein 
stated with back -wages at the rate of Rs. 30 per mensem . I accord 
ingly reinstate him . 

The next question is regarding the two head load workers who 

to show excepting his word of mouth that he was permanen : 
tly employed in the shop of EW1-and that he used to be paid daily 
wages which on an average amounted to Rs. 90. I don t think his 
avidence can be accepted to hold that he was a permanent worker 
attached to EWr s shop.

0 Regarding WW.2 as to whether he was a permanent head-load . 
worker attached to the shop there is Other evidence than his own . 
adduced to prove it. ! His testimony is to the effect that he has 
been attached to the shop for the last nine years and that he used to 
get an average of Rs. 3 and that he used to get work for 20 to 25 
days every month. His cross- examination would lead to show 
that he knows the detail of EW1 s shop and godownsand that he was 
permanently attached to the shop and he used to attend even to.. 
remitting money in the banks for EWi.: The fact that he was atta 
ched to the shop is also spoken to by the shop - assistant WW3. 
Apart from his testimony he has examined WW4, Cashier of the 
State Bank of.Travancore who speaks to the fact that WW2 used to : 
bring money to the Bank for remitting on behalf of EW1 in the 
S.B. Account. He would even swear to the fact that in the paying 
slip kept by the office WW2 s signature would be found . He was 
questioned as to why the pay-in -slip was not produced , and he has 
given a convincing explanation to the effect that summons ought to 
have been issued to the head office since the permission of the head 
office was necessary to produce the pay- in -slip . His cross-examina 
tion does not in any way show that he is not speaking the truth . On : 
the other hand when he was challenged as to whether he could 
remember the names of persons who used to remit money for other 
shop owners in Chinnakkada, he boldly stated that he could remember 
it.but no further cross-examination on that pointwas attempted which 
leads to the inference that his statement that he could remember 
persons is not seriously challenged . If so the fact that he remembers, 
the nameofWW2 is neither improbable nor atrificial. Thus his evide : 
nce amply corroborates the testimony ofWW2 that he was a trusted 
worker of EW1 who was even entrusted with money for remitting 
it in the bank. EW1.. has denied as usual that WW2 was also not 
a permanent worker attached to the shop . EW , has examined one 
witness EW2 to show that there were no head load workers attached 
to his shop but the customers used to employ workers and pay them . 
EW2 is the proprietor of a bakery and a customer of EWr. The:: 
gist of his evidence is to the effect that he used to pay the price of .. 
maida to EW1 and used to direct EW1 to sent the maida to his shop : 
where he pays the cooly... His evidence will further show that EWI 
is a wholesale merchant- ih maida and that every month generally he 
used to take twice of thrice maida from the shop of EW1 and on : 
such occasions the maida was sent to his shop where he pays the 
cooly . He admits that he does not know whether there is even 

shop assistant in the shop of EW : much less permanent head load 
workers in the shop. This would show that his evidence is of no much 
help to establish ĖWi s case that he had no permanent head load 
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workers . On the other hand the circumstances that EW2 used to 
entrust money for sending maida would show that EWI should 
send the maida through his own workmen rather than with casual 
workers . This would fit in with the case of WW2 that he was a 
permanent head load worker attached to EW1. 

Regarding his 
wages WW2 speaks to the fact that he used to get at the rate of 
Rs. 3 per day and that he used to get 20 to 25 days work . EWI 
on the other hand would swear that the average income will only . 
be Rs. 9 per month which I do not think can be believed . Con 
sidering the average wages that a head load worker can expect 1 
think an amount of Rs. 45 per mensem will not be too high or too . 
low . I therefore hold that WW2 will be entitled to Rs.45 per 
month . The fact that he was not given employment is evident from 
the very contention taken up by EW1 for according to him WW2 
was not his head worker but he was only a casual worker. 

On. 
the other hand there is ample evidence to show that WW2 was a 
trusted head load worker attached to him who was even entrusted 
with money to be taken over to the bank as many a time as spoken 
to by WW4. In these circumstances I find that WW2is a permanent 
head load worker attached to EW1 and he is entitled to be rein 
stated and given employment by EW1. In this connection I am not 
awarding him back wages at the rate of Rs. 45 for it cannot be ex 
pected that WW2 would have been completely out of employment . 
throughout this period . He must have been attending to other 
work so that I would allow him -a subsistance allowance for the days 
he was not given work, at the rate of rupee one per diem and since 
he used to get work only for 20 days in the shop , he is allowed at: 
the rate of Rs. 20 per month from the date of denial of employment 
till he is -reinstated . I find that he was denied employment unrea 
sonably and he is reinstated with a subsistance allowance which 
I have ordered above. 

... In the result, I pass an award as indicated above. The parties 
will bear their respective costs. 

This will take effect on the expiry : 
of 30 days from the date of its publication in the Governmená Gazette 
under Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act.

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred 
to this court by Government for adjudication under Section 10 (1) 
(c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) 
by order No. L4-81226 /60-2/ H & LD dated 23-11-1960 . The 
question referred for adjudication relates to : 

" Denial of Employment to Lascar A. K. Ali" 
G. 3577 
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The facts relating to the dispute as could be gathered from the 
statement, counter statement and rejoinder are as follows : 

The worker in question is one Lascar A. K. Ali employed in 
the Radha Motor Boat Service under the management , the Proprie 
tor of which is one C. K. Subramonia Iyer , the opposite party in 
this case. The Motor Boat Workers Union has taken up the Dis 
pute which is to the effect that Lascar Ali was denied employment 
for no reason what so ever from 16th of March , 1960. Lascar 
Ali was employed for about 6 years in the said service and after 
finishing the usual work on 14-2-1960 he went home for his off 
day which fell on the next day . From 16th February, 1960 to 15th 
March , 1960 ( inclusive) Lascar Ali took leave for medical treatment . 
He was laid up in the Government Hospital, Crangarore for an 
operation to cure his septic tumour and thereafter as per instruc 
tion from the doctor he took to rest after the operation up to the 
15th March , 1960 and presented himself for duty on 16-3-1960 , 
when he was told by the employer Sri Subramonia lyer that his 
services were no more required . No written order of dismissal 
was given . No reason what so ever was assigned for the denial of 
employment nor was any offence alleged nor was any charge sheet 
served and explanation called for . No enquiry was also conducted . 
Thus Lascar Ali was denied employment capriciously, arbitrarily 
and in violation of the principles of natural justice. His previous 
record of service is unblemished . He was getting a pay of Rs.42 
p.m. It is alleged that the action taken by the employer must be 
presumed to be as a punishment for his activities in the Union . 
The denial of employment to him is a clear case of victimisation and 
unfair labour practices. Lascar Ali is entitled for reinstatement 
in the service with full back wages for the period of denial of employ 
ment. 

The management has denied the allegations and has contended 
that Lascar Ali absconded himself without leave for about a month 
and never returned to report for duty till 16-3-1960 . During the 
said period the whereabouts of the worker was unknown to the 
opposite party. Lascar Ali has neither given a leave application nor 
intimated the fact of going away to anybody responsible for the 
management. He wantonly abandoned his duties. The fact that 
he was hospitalised , if it is true , came to the knowledge of the oppo 
site party only on 16-3-1960 when Lascar Ali told him that the boat 
master was not allowing him to join duty on the ground that he 
had absented without leave . He directed him to come the next 
day so that, he could enquire into the matter and verify the same. 
Such an advice was given with the honest idea of excusing him for 
his desertion if actually he was hospitalised during the said period . 
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He never turned up due to the ill-advice by the struggle seeking 
leadership of the union which has raised the dispute in this case. 
He also came to know that Lascar Ali was conducting a petty trade 
in the Ernakulam Bazaar. Lascar Ali is not entitled to any relief 
since he had actually abandoned his work . There was also a con 
ciliation proceedings convened by Labour Officer in which with 
the bona fide intention of keeping up good relationship with the 
union , an offer was made to provide employment to the worker, 
as a concession in case Lascar Ali undertook in writing that such 
conduct will not be repeated . In spite of the advice of the Labour 
Officer the union rejected that offer and made a counter offer for 
the payment of money as compensation for the period the worker 
was absent and doing work elsewhere which was not acceptable 
to any reasonable man . Since there has been no dismissal there 
is no industrial dispute in this case . All the allegation made by the 
union are also denied and prays that the petition be dismissed . 

A rejoinder is also filed wherein the allegation of abandonment of 
work is denied and the averments madein the petition are reaffirmed . 
It is further stated that on the 14th February 1960 Lascar Ali submitted 
his leave application through the Inland Transport Private Ltd. 
which is the usual custom and practice prevailing amongst the em 
ployees after the creation of the Inland Transport by the proprietors 
of the Boat Service . On the 18th March 1960 also Lascar Ali appro 
ached the proprietor with the medical certificate when also he was 
told by the opposite party that his services were no more required . 
On 21-3-1960 the General Secretary of the Motor Boat Workers 
Union wrote to the opposite party requestimg him to entertain Ali 
in the service with back wages and the opposite party not even cared 
to give a reply. It is therefore reiterated that the action taken 
against Ali in denying employment is an act of victimisation and he 
be reinstated with back wages . 

The question for consideration is whether there has been a 
denial of employment to Lascar A. K. Ali by the management. 

The worker has been examined as WW1 and has proved Exts. 
W1 to W8 (a ) . The boat master has also been examined as WW2 to 
corroborate his testimony . The evidence of the worker WW1 is 
to the effect that he attended to his duties as usual till the 14th of 
February 1960 and wanted to go home since 15-2-1960 was his off 
day . Since he could not find out a substitute for 15-2-1960 he 
worked for that day . Before going home he gave a leave letter to 
the General Manager of Inland Transport Private Ltd. requesting 
for leave for one month . To show that he has not attended to work 
on 16-2-1960 as alleged by the management the crew book has been 
produced as Ext. W3 to show that the Jetty Superintendent has not 
signed in it . He has further stated that the reason for applying for 
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leave was to undergo an operation for his stomach trouble as directed 
by the Government Doctor, Cranganore. After treatment and 
taking rest as directed by the doctor he reported for duty on 16-3-1960 
to the boat master who informed him that the proprietor had asked 
him to direct him to his house . Hewent to the proprietor s house 
at about 10 p.m. when he was told by the proprietor Sri Subramonia 
Iyer that since he was not attending to duty for the last one month 
he need not attend to the work. He also never told him the reason 
for denying him work . Thereafter he went to the doctor and got 
the medical certificate and showed it to the proprietor when he was 
told that he has no idea to take him back , to work and asked him to 
go and report to the union . Thereafter he complained to the union 
which has taken up his cause . Ext.W4 is the medical certificate 
issued by the Assistant Surgeon attached to the Government Hospital, 
Cranganore which shows that Ali was under treatment from 16-2-1960 
and was an inpatient of the hospital from 23-2-1960 to 7-3-1960 when 
he was discharged with advice to take rest till 15-3-1960. The cer 
tificate is dated 18-3-1960 and contains the seal of the hospital . Ext. 
W5 is the copy of the letter sent to the proprietor by the Secretary 
of the Union requesting him to take him back for work with back 
wages from 16-3-1960 when he was denied employment. It further 
shows that copies of this letter were sent to the Assistant Labour 
Officer as well as the District Labour Officer. Ext. W6 shows that 
this letter was received by the proprietor who as EW1 admits it . 
The worker WW1 further swears that no reply was sent for this 
letter which fact was also admitted by EW1. In the cross examina 
tion of the worker nothing has been brought out to show that there 
were any previous misconduct on the part of the worker at any time 
before the alleged incident. The worker has sworn to the fact that 
the leave letter was got written up by the Syrank of the Parthasarathy 
boat on 14-2-1960 and the samewas entrusted by the worker to the 
manager, Damodaran and that WW2 was also present at that time. 
Ext. W2 is a copy of the alleged leave letter which entrusted to 
the manager . He has further sworn to the fact that a copy of the 
leave letter was given to the proprietor. WW2 is the Boat master 
who speaks to the procedure of taking leave. He corroborates the 
testimony of WW1 to the procedure of taking leave by the workers 
by submitting leave applications to 

the Manager of the Inland 
Transport Private Ltd. This practice was adopted in view of the 
directions given by Subramonia Iyer as contained in Ext. Wi by 
which the Manager of the Inland Transport Private Ltd., is authorised 
to attend to the day to day duties of the services. WW2 also states 
that whenever leave letters are given orders regarding sanction of 
leave on the basis of the leave letter is intimated to the worker , but 
he worker usually after presenting the leave letter avails the leave 
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He also completely corroborates the testimony of WW : regarding 
the fact of Ali working on the 14th and 15th of February and also to 
the fact of his having told him that he was taking leave for one month . 
It has also come out in his evidence that generally when workers 
enter on leave, leave applications are entrusted to the Corporation 
Office and that he was present at the time when lascar Ali entrusted 
leave application to the office on the evening of 14-2-1960 when he 
had gone there to submit the daily form to the office. At that time Ali 
told him that he is entering on leave for onemonth for his treatment. 
This testimony of WW2 can be seen to be very probable and true 
in the light of Ext. W by which the proprietor directed the Cor 
poration to attend the daily routine matters. The cross examina 
tion of WW2 does not show that his testimony regarding the factum 
of the leave letter being given to themanager Damodaran is not true. 
On the other hand he definitely speaks to the circumstances under 
which he happened to be there and saw the entrusting of the leave 
letter to Damodaran . His evidence would also go to show that the 
leave letters are not being kept in a file and preserved. It has also 
come out that whenever a worker takes leave he nominates some 
other worker to attend to his duties and that there is no practice 
to his knowledge of informing the name of the substitute worker to 
the proprietor. The evidence of EW : will also show that it is 
more or less correct. WW2 s testimony further shows that he 
was directed not to take lascar Ali for work without the permission 
of EW1 who also practically admits the fact that he had given direc 
tion to the boatmaster not to take him without his permission . 
EW1 s stand as against this evidence is that no reliable evidence is 
produced to show that he had actually applied for leave of absence . 
In support of it, it was urged before me by the learned counsel for 
the management that the worker has not examined Damodaran the 
Corporation Manager nor caused him to produce the leave appli 
cation submitted by him . It cannot be doubted that Ewi has 
every right to direct his own manager or produce the file if there is 
one regarding the leave application form and the orders passed 
thereon or the file relating to the office copies of sanctioning leave 
to the various workers. These records are in the custody of the 
corporation over which the proprietor has a right of management. 
Hence the argument that these things are not produced nor Sri. 
Damodaran the manager is not examined cannot in any way affect the 
value of evidence of WW1 and WW2. EW1 has also 
sworn to the fact that he was prepared to take him back even at the 
conciliation conference but he wanted the worker to give an 
undertaking not to repeat the misconduct of absenting without leave. 
This in short means that he wanted the worker to admit that he was 
absenting without leave and the worker rightly refused to do so . 
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Thus this conduct of the worker or the union in refusing to give 
such an undertaking cannot be said to be malafide. On the other 
hand if EW1 was sure that no leave application had been submitted 
he could have conducted an enquiry after framing a charge and dis 
pensed with his services on the basis of the finding of theenquiry. 
But EW1 thought fit to deny him employment by directing the boat 
master not to admit him for work and was trying to coerce him to 
the admission of misconduct which in my view certainly is an unfair 
labour practice. I believe WW1 and WW2 and find that EW1 
did actually deny work to lascar Ali without any justification even 
after the production of the medical certificate showing that he was 
really laid up during the period of his absence. 

In these circumstances, I find that there has been a denial of 
employment unjustly and that he is entitled to be reinstated with 
back wages from 16-3-1960 as prayed for . I accordingly reinstate 
lascar Ali with full back wages and continuity of service . 

This award will become enforceable on the expiry of 30 days 
from the date of publication in the Gvernment Gazette under Sec 
tion 17 of the IndustrialDisputes Act, 1947. The parties are directed 
to bear their respective costs in the circumstances of this case .

THE TRICHUR WATER WORKS BYE-LAWS 
1. (a ) These By - lawsmay be called the " Trichur Water 
Works Eye-laws" and shall come into force at once. 

(b ) They shall apply to the Municipal town of Trichur. 
2. In these Bye-laws unless there be anything repugnant in 
the subject or context, 

( a ) " Municipal Council " means the Municipal Council, 
Trichur. 

(b ) " Commissioner " means the Commissioner of the 
Trichur Municipality. 

(c) “ Water Supply" means the water supply within the 
Municipal town of Trichur. 

(d ) “ House con ection " means the connection by pipe 
from the Public Water main to the limit of the house or premises 
concerned or to the meter whichever is farther from the main 

(e ) Co rimunication Pape " means the pipe that is laid 
from the end of tue house connection and from which pipes 
called supply pipes" are taken off for the purpo : es of distribu 
tion of water. 

(0) " Supply Pipe" means the pipe line that is taken off 
from commurication pipo and from which smaller pipes called 

Service Pipe” are taken to the various parts of the premises or 
buildings. 

(s ) Service Pipe" means pipe taken off from the supply 
pipe to the various parts of the premises or buildings to feed 
taps ; and 

(h ) " Water - upply Installation " means the pipe work and 
fittings within the house or premises concerned excludiag the 
house connection .

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3. Except in so far as is otherwise provided in the Act or in 
these bye -laws. the Municipal Council shall be respon ible for all 
work connected with water supply distribution system in the 
town from the storage tanks. All works connected with the 
water supply up to and including the storage tanks shall be 
maiutained by the Public Health Engineering Department at the 
cost of the Municipal Council.

32. No person shall do anything to damage or disfigure the 
stand posts or pl tforms cr to ol.struct the free flow of water 
from the latforms.
